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EXPERIMENT IN AIR TRAVEL 
Next month the international airlines 
begin still another experiment in encour­ 
aging volume travel overseas. Thereafter 
they will be operating a new “ economy 
service on a broad scale. 
Rates for this service will be slightly 
higher than the excursion tourist charge 
which will disappear when the new rates 
take effect. But the excursion ticket was 
limited to two weeks’ use, and it zoomed 
higher in the summer months. 
The economy class ticket will be valid the 
y ear around, and its cost will not vary from 
season to season. 
Even though it means cold meals and 
more seats more tightly packed than in any 
previous international service, this new 
ticket seems to be drawing heavy interest 
already . Officials say combined economy 
and tourist class bookings are up five to 40 
per cent from last y ear. They credit the 
economy fare for this showing. 
Thus we may witness the greatest over­ 
seas air travel y ear in history , the reces­ 
sion notwithstanding. 
The airlines’ move in the direction of 
lower y ear-round fares, though admittedly 
taken reluctantly by some, is another ex­ 
ample of business initiative at its best. For 
some y ears there have been strong influ­ 
ences at work in this field to press fares 
lower to widen the overseas air travel mar­ 
ket. It’s the kind of approach most busi­ 
nessmen talk about but not enough prac­ 
tice these day s.

Instead a 
pitchman is o n fo r 15 minutes selling a bo o k 
abo ut ho w to get rich by reading a bo o k. He must 
kno w and the radio peo ple must kno w that no ­ 
bo dy ever go t rich by reading such a bo o k. To his 
pitch, o ne can o nly put the questio n: why do n't 
yo u read the bo o k yo urself and get richer than 
the Ro ckefellers? Old Jo hn D. never go t rich by 
reading a pitchman’s bo o k, altho ugh he wo uld 
pro bably have been interested in kno wing what 
pitchmen were do ing, his father, William Ro cke­ 
feller. having been o ne o f the breed; but he so ld 
medicine instead o f a bo o k. 
Anyho w, I canno t hear Quincy Ho we any mo re 
because his time has been pre-empted by a pitch­ 
man. 
Televisio n and radio are making a mistake by 
this kind o f pro graming, because what with FCC 
scandals, the high co st o f sets, the mo ve fo r pay 
televisio n and the destructio n o f the mo tio n pic­ 
ture industry, televisio n and radio are in the news 
and are attracting atentio n to purpo ses and prac­ 
tices It requires a little intelligence to o perate 
a public institutio n in sto rmy times to prevent 
the go vernment fro m pre-empting it.
